War on Submarines 


Aeroplanes and Destroyers Always on 
the Move and Work Together 
Strangest looking of all the ships 

with the British grand fleet is the 
tlantic liner which has been trans- 
ormed into a mother ship for the 
seaplanes, Landing platforms have 
taken the place of the promenade 
decks; bombs are stored where deck 
quoits used to be played; the dining 
saloons have been fitted up as work- 
roolk.s. 


wWartare, while the grand fleet waits 
for the Germans, beiongs to the sea- 
planes aud the destroyers, writes a 
correspondent of the New York 
Herald. ‘The dreadnaughts remain 
in harbor, except for occasional 
cruises into the North Sea, but the 
planes and the destroyers are always 
on the move. ‘They work together 
in hunting “Fritz,” as Britisn offic- 
ers and men universally call the 
submarines, 

A submarine cruising below the 
surface is visible to an aviator. It 
never travels deeper than 30 or 40 
feet, and leaves a_ characteristic 
ripple of air bubbles and streaks of 
oil. When a plane has located a 
submarine it signals the hunters 
where to go. Submarine hunting is 
a tireless game of hide and seek.

It is not likely, however, that such 
assistance will be granted. Local Ot- 

wa iulbermen and jumbermen from 
New Brunswick are appealing for 
men for the winter camps, Last win- 
ter the camps had no trouble getting 
uen at low wages. This winter it is 
hard to get them at any price. 

Mr. Crothergs has been asked to as- 
sist in supplying 1,000 men for a new 
pulp company to be established on 
the National Transcontinental, west 
of Cochrane, 

The minister states that a new sys- 
tem will have to. be inaugurated by 
the lumber interests if they are to re- 
ceive any assistance in securing men. 
,ne system py which the men are 
compelled to board themselves and 
make their purchases from the com- 
pany’s store has to be abolished. 

It has frequently been found, the 
minister claims, that at the end of the 
season the men are in debt to the 
particular company by which they 
were employed. The companies, he 
said, must boare the men and pay 
hem their wages at the end of the 
inonth. 

The suggestion has been made by 
influential lumoermen that aliens tn 
internment camps should be released 
and put to work in the lumber camps. 
This will not be considered unless the 
lumbermen show that they have done 
everything possible to secure labor at 
reasonable wages and have failed.

Butter Prices Advancing 


Jairying and Mixed Farming Means 
Increased Profits for the Western 
Farmer 
_ Fhe price of buiter has been stead 
ily advanci ug for several years. Abou. 
ently yeats ago the price of cream 
ely butter cor a large part of the yeui 
“eluained in ibe vicinity of 20c per Ib.; 
but now tor six mons of the yea 
at least the pricé ‘is guc per Ib. o1 
over. This should stimuiate the farm 
ers of the west to greater production, 
tor at 8Uc per lb. there is certainly 

money to be made in dairying. 

The big grain crops of this year 
will naturally encourage grain grow 
ing, but before a farmer decides to 
risk his entire income on the pro 
duction of grain, he should remember 
that crops like this one do not hap 
pen every year, 

If anyone cures to take the trouble 
to investigate they will find that none 
of the older countries became weaithy 
agriculturally, while they made grain 


growing their chief occupation. On 
the otner hand practically every coun- 
try where the farmers have specializ- 


ed in dairying they have become pros 


perous and independent. What has 
happened in other countries will oc- 
cur in Western Canada, so the sooner 
the farmers decide to adopt muxed 


farming as their princ{pal occupation, 
the sooner will Western Canada be- 
come a guccessful farming commun- 
ity. : 

There is a strong tendency for farm- 
ers who are in receipt of large sums 
of money for grain this year, to inv 
in automobilcs or unnecessary mach- 
nery, instead of looking to the tut- 

e-tor years of crop failure. Some ot 
the money derived from this year’s 
grain crop should go towards the pur- 
‘hase of cows or other livestock, to! 
the time may soon come when these 
farmers will decide that they need 
more livestock, but may have difficul- 
ty in obtaining the cash to buy it. 

The dairy commissioner for Sas- 
katchewan reports a fifty per cent. in- 
crease in the output of the govern- 
ment operated creameries over the 
summer months of this year. The in- 
dustry is developing rapidly, but the 
possibilities are practically unlimited, 
and a market. for five times the 
amount of butter now produced could 
easily be found, provided the quality 
is No. 1, 

There is no more stable or profit- 
able branch of farming if properly 
conducted, and it should be only a few 
years when each prairie province will 
be producing for export ten millions of 
pounds of butter. When this happens 
there will be no need for the govern- 
ment to purchase seed grain for the 
farmers, nor to declare a moratorium 
in order to give a longer time in which 
to pay their debts.

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FREE WHEAT 


A general meeting of the Board of Trade, 
Grain Exchange and citizens has been held in 
Fort William, for the discussion of Free Wheat. 

The result was a memoria: to Premier 
Borden, in which was included that free wheat 
would be a serious blow to Canadian commerce ; 
that not one car should be diverted from the 
All-Canadian route. The real agitants for free 
wheat being the United States Railways, and 
the Minneapolis and Duluth milling interests. 
That there has been no congestion in handling 
the wheat from the West. That the Minneapolis 
and Dulath markets have been under the 
Winnipeg markets with few exceptions. That 
the drying tacilities at Calgary, Saskatoon, 
Moose Jaw, Fort William and Port Arthur have 
never been worked to their capacity by one half, 
even though thére has-been an unprecedented 
¢all for tbe treitment’of wet grain. 

So far, so good, of course. The trouble in 
this instance seems to be, however, that it is the 
Fort William board of Trade and Grain 
Exchange, rather than the farmers, that are the 
agitants against Free Wheat. If it be, as 
claimed, that it is the States only that is 
concerned, why does that country ask their 
Government to remove the duty, irrespective of 
whether Canada removes hers or not? As to 
Minneapolis prices being lower than Winnipeg, 
why then is the farmer making all this trouble.

He must be. a unique character, to be seeking a 
lower market for his grain Thts would occasion 
grave doubts about Minnexpolis low prices, even 
te one who knows nothing about the actual 
quotations whatever. The determining market 
for wheat is Liverpool; the Winnipeg market 
on account of congestion of local markets, is 
bound to fluctuate, whereas Minneapulis has the 
advantage of keeping by the Liverpool market. |' 
Anothe¥ serious point is, our exports to 
Great Britdin are almost twice the amount of 
our imports from that conntry ; with the States 
it is the reverse. Our imports are from there, 
twice the value of our exports. Shipping com- 
panies cannot afford to sail empty vessels, and 
Britain finds it cheaper to pay Canada with 
American goods, than to ship her own. The 
consequences are unsatisfactory freight facilities, 
Altogether, it is not any more free wheat, than 
it isa general freeing of trade that is required 
to give a solid economic stimulus to the West. 


TIME AND TIDE 


Fifiteen months have now passed since the 
commencement of the European struggle, and 
no sign comes to us of a surrender from either 
side. It happened, as the Allies expected, that 
Germany won certain successes in the initial 
stage of the war and her completeness of pre- 
paration gave her much manifest superiority to 
her Russian antagonist. And even now, after 
the long tifteen months, the German army in the 
west still holds French and Belgian territory, in 
the east it holds Russian territory, and in the 
south it is fighting on Serbian soil; so that after 
this most collosal of all contests, this nation of 
60,000,000, assisted by Austrin with its 40,000,000, 
is able to hold its own with the Allied nations 
representing in Europe alone over 200,000,000 
people, and German soil is still intact. Germany 
is yet uninvaded and she 1s yet able to meet her 
opponents upon fairly equal terms, This is 
truly a marvellous feat. 

But when we have said this, we have said all 
that can be said of the German campaign. The 
bright visions of the early duys have faded, and 
Germany is now fighting gritly with her back to 
the wall, putting torth desperate efforts %o 
defeat her foes, and sucveeding only in post- 
poning the day of her own defeat. In spite of 
alt her great strength, Germany is a beaten toe, 
Her efforts te weaken the British navy have 
utterly failed, and today that navy has drawii*a 
cord around Germany which’ has almost com- 
pletely strangled her sea-borne foreign trade, 


beat Britain into submission, hides closely in 
German harbors, afraid to meet the foe. 

On land, the German attempts to crush her 
foes have been failures; now the latter are 
simply awaiting the wearing down process, 
knowing that Germany has shot her holt, and 
that while she may resist fiercely for months to 
come, her armies are on the down grade, and 
ultimately, must verish from exhaustion,

England Buying Manitoba Butter 

‘Luere has been an enormous de- 
velopment in trade between Canada 
and Great Britain during the past 
e.guteen months, and in this deveiop- 
ment Manitoba has played no small 
parr, Of late there have been large 
shipments of butter sent from Mani- 
toba to the Montreal market, where it 
hag been purchased by English buy- 
ers. 

Owing to the war, England hag not 
been able to draw her supplies of but- 
ter from the sources she did prior to 
August, 1914, and consequently she 
has looked to Canada. The dairymen 
of Winnipeg, having supplied’ the 
Vancouver market, which is more or 
less a limited one, noted with pleasure 
the large export demand for butter 
there was in Montreal, and large 
quantities of butter have left the cily 
during the past season. 

Winnipeg dairy firms have also 
been approached by brokers in Van- 
couver and San Francisco with a view 
to filling contracts to send butter to 
Australia, where, owing to a drought, 
the home supply has been altogether 
inadequate. 

No orders, however, have yet been 
filled tor the antipodes.—Free Press.

A bulletin on fall cultivation for 

weed control has been issued by Pro- 

fessor Harrison, of the Manitoba Agri- 
cultural college. 


“Understanu the habit of the weed | 


and apply cultivation that will be 
most effective,” he says. 

“For animal weeds, such as wild 
oats, surface cultivation in the fall, 
such as discing or skim ploughing, 


will cause some of the weeds to ger- 


minate and they will be killed by 
the frost. 
“With the winter annual weeds, 


such as stinkweed, the same method 
will hold good, but a surface culti- 
vation must be given in the fall or 
early spring, for these weeds are not 
killed by the frost. 

“The only method of effectually 
killing the perennial weeds, such as 
sow thistle, is by starving them out. 
This can be done to best advantage 
by 6urface cultivation with a duck- 
foot cultivator, 

“If bad weeds are to be controlled

The total 1915 wheat crop of the 
Canadian west. will be 240,0UU,uU0 
bushels, according to J. Bruce Waik- 
er, columissioner of immigration at 
Winnipeg. This is an average of 
about 25 bushels to the acre. Last 
year 35,000,000 bushels were used tor 
seed, domestic consumption and 
other purposes, and this year these 
sources will take about 40,000,000 
bushels. There will therefore be 
available for export 200,VU0U,uU0 bush- 
els of wheat. To move this great 
quantity of wheat by rail would re- 
quire 200,000 box cars waking 4,000 
trains of fifty cars each, This would 
mean one train every forty minutes 
from Winnipeg to Fort Wiliam for a 
period of 111 days, or from Oct. 1 to 
Jan, 19, Each car averages 1,000 
bushels of wheat. The car being 47 
feet long, the 200,000 carg called into 
service would cover a distance of 1,- 
780 miles, a distance more than the 
mileage between Winnipeg and 
Prince Rupert, which is 1,1;46 miles,

Canadian F.our for So!diers 


Will be Used Exclusively by Domin- 
ion Troops in England 
Canadiun soldiers in Ibngland are 
hereatter to eat bread baked exciu- 
sively from Canadian flour by the 
bakers of the Canadian army service 
corps. On recommendation of Col, 
Mucnray, head of that branch of tue 
Canadian service in England, the min- 
ister of militia is arranging for seld- 
ing over with the transports some two 
million pounds of Canadian flour 
every threp months, That is the esti- 
mated amount required for the men 
now in Wngland, Similar arrange- 
ments also are tO be made for suppiy- 
ing Canadian oats direct to the army 
service corps for the use of the horses 
in the Canadian camps of England. 
At present flour ig being bought in 
Iingland for the Canad.ans at $8.10 
per barrel. By shipping direct from 
Canada upon the transports it is be- 
lieved that a better price can be se- 
cured by the wevernment and possibly 

a better quality of flour,

One night fifty-three of us 
were locked in a church and had no- 
thing to eat for more than twenty- 
four hours, At last they emptied a 
basket of mouldy bread onto the floor 
and left us a bucket of water.

“It was not an easy matter. The 
camp was, of course, surrounded by 
high barbed wire fencing. On each of 
its four fronts a sentry was posted 
and at night four powerful acetylene 
lamps ligited up the whole of the 
camp, 

“The. great night came. We waited 
till one of the sentries had his back 
turned, and then wriggled on our 
stomachs to the fencing. I then man- 
aged to sever one strand of the fence 
and, to my mind, the tang of it made 
the greatest noise I’ve ever heard. 
But the sentry walked on. With beat- 
ing heart I snapped the second strand. 
That made an awful noise. Still the 
sentry walked on. Then we crawled 
out, free men. I am glad we out- 
witted that sentry, as he had caused 
us a lot of trouble, 

“We had to crawl for 100 yards be- 
fore we could get any sort of shelter, 
and then we moved away as quickly 
as we could in the circumstances. 
During the night a compass which I 
had was a real friend, 

“The only food we nad was a few 
biscuits and a little chocolate. When- 
ever we came near a farm the watch 
dogs barked. In the nights that fol- 
lowed the dogs always smelt us when 
we were stealing apples in the orch- 
ards. For three days we had no other

“It wasn’t safe to travel by day. Al- 
though we had plenty of tobacco, I 
had laid it down that there was to be 
no smoking day or night until we 
were out of the country.

Feeding Dairy Cows 


Feed For Dairy Cattie Should be Risch 
in Protein 


In purchasing feeds for dairy cat- 
tle buy only those rich in protein and 
mix your own ration, It is not ad- 
visab.e to buy balanced ration feeus, 
as these are usually too expensive. 

There are several res given by 
different authorities for the proper 
feeding of milking cows. No set 
amounts can be given, however, eithe: 
size of the ansmal or the 
breed. ‘They all @epend on the in- 
dividual, 

One feeder gives the three follow- 
ing rules, the owner judging for him- 
‘seit which is the most suitable for his 
cattle, 

Feed all the roughage they 
clean up, and: 

One pound of grain for each pound 
of butter-fat they produce each week, 
or 

One pound of grain’ per day for 
every three pounds of milk they pro- 
duce, or ; 

Feed all the grain they will eat 
without gaining in weight, 

Another good rule to follow 1s tu 
feed all the roughage they will clean 
up, and 

One pound of grain for every five 
pounds of three per cent. milk they 
produce per day, or 

One pound of grain for every four 
pounds of four per cent. of milk, or 

One pound ot grain per day for 
every three pounds of five per cent, 
milk.

‘To Compulsion 


Fight Against Conscription is an

Labor troubies in ikingland nave 


been much exaggerated by the press 
and by others whose motives are 
economic and nut patriotic, according 
Lo I.rnest Bevin and Charles Ammon, 
fraternal delegates of the British 
trades conference, to the annual con- 
venuion of tie American sederation 
of Labor, held in San Francisco. 

“Laboring men of England aifiliated 
with the various unious are firmly op- 
posed to conscription,” said Mr. Bevin. 
“We are now enlisting as fast as 
exemptions trom military service will 
permit,"and insinuations that we are 
not loyal to the government are re- 
sented. Under the law employees of 
the railroads, docks, telegraph, trans- 
port and postal services are exempt 
from military service, as well as all 
employees of the munition works. The 
number of men thus employed in 
Mngland can be safely placed at about 
1,000,000. If conscription comes to 
pass the government would not be 
able .to add to the army more than 
300,000 men without crippling indus- 
trial conditions, 

“Under the present volunteer sys- 
tem we are adding men to the forces 
for field duty faster than they can be 
equipped. 

“Our fight against conscription is 
an economic one, having in view pos- 
sible conditions that will exist after 
the war is over. What we have now 
represents more than a hundred 
years of concerted action and work, 
and to ask us to give up these condi- 
tions and accept conscription is ask- 
ing more than is required of landlords 
and manufacturers,” 

Mr. Bevin also said that labor 
unions were not opposed to women 
taking positions previously held by 
men in industrial pursuits. 

“All that we ask is that women be 
not introduced into factories and rail- 
way work at less pay than is accorded 
to men, In most of the factories where 
women are now employed they are 
veing trained under the direction of 
our members, the only provision being 
that they go in at pay that is the mini- 
mum accorded to men under the same 
conditions. Under the condition of 
suffrage I believe the condition in 
England is the same as that exists 
among trades unions in the United 
States, and I am free to say the 
woman's vote is sure to come.”

After making such statements this 
type of man will git down and dig in- 
formation out of a book of a thousand 
pages, write a long letter, then wait a 
week or more—usualiy more—tor 
something to come which he never 
has seen, and which may prove to be 
anything but what he expected as re 
gurds value. : 

You can’t swear away the existence 
of the small town retailer by saying 
that he is a parasite, that he charges 
too much for everything, and that’s 
why the money is sent away! That 
story is fossilized. Competition is 
too keen for the retail mercnant to go 
on, year in year out, overcharging his 
customers. He couldn't do it and sur 
vive. Retailers may have their faults, 
but they can't go against economic 
laws and Jast. There is nothing mys- 
terious in mail order competition, It’s 
simply a case of a far-away firm try- 
ing to get your money—and doing it if 
you give them chance, The success of 
the 1.0, concern in any territory de- 
pends largely upon the kind of retail 
merchants it is up against—and every 


up!year it is going against a’ better class 


of men, You'll find them most often 
in the sections where catalog houses 
don’t waste money in shipping in their 
catalogs. 

There is a new type of retail mer- 
chant being developed. He realizes 
that the reason why so many people 
sent away for goods wag simpiy be- 
cause they were not aware that the 
iocal store carried them. So he ad- 
vertises consistenlty and lets his pat- 
rous know exactly what service he 
has to offer. In the past you often 
took it for granted that the local store 
lid not keep this or that, so you sent 
away for the goods when you could 
have simply stepped into the store in- 
stead of the post office. 

And the new type of retailer real- 
izes the necessity of diversifying his 
stock, His territory is limited, but so 
are the demands on him. He buys in 
small lots and buys oiten; he keeps 
himself informed as to new lines, and 
he is more anxious to carry an attrac- 
tive variety than a large stock, But 
he can usually meet all the demand 
hat exis locally. 

This question of variety is a great 
factor in the small store. Ask your 
wife why she likes to shop in a large 
city store, and she will tell you that it 

not-+-because she can get there the 
actual necessities of life cheaper or 
of better quality than at home, but 
that she finds novelties, little acces- 
sories and convenient new _ things 
which she requires. 

In one mail order mad community 
a hardware dealer effected a partial 
cure as follows: 
‘rom a catalog house that gleaned 
lots of money from that territory. He 
noted the tfme it took for the stove 
to arrive, the freight charges, the 
time it took to deliver it to purchaser 
(who had to come for it himself) and 
the ‘time occupied in getting it up by 
an amateur. He sets up the stove in 
his window with a placard bearing

you cun always tell a thriving town 
| by tie advertisement columns of the 
}tocat paper. Some towds are dead be- 
cause they are manned by business 
peopie who are dead. But the lve 
town—with merchants who point out 
(oO you what they can supply lor your 
heeds—cannot be kept dowu. It will 
get what it deserves in the way of 
trade, and the farm folks wiil have a 
town to visit that pulls together—and 
pulls with the rural community. Fur 
ihermore tuere will be lar tewer pos: 
tal notes purchased, and a lot mare 
dollars kept at home where they he 
long! 

lt is just as good business for you 
to save 60 cents on a purchase from 
your local store as it ig for the local 
retailer to make the saie to you—and 
don't think that the retailer does not 
realize that fact. He knows that un- 
jess he can honestiy show you that 
the article he is ofering is worth the 
price, all things considered, he is 
not entitled to your patronuge. He 
realizes that increasing competition of 
various kinds may fnake your stand- 
point antagonistic. Your mail has 
been crowded with otters to supply 
you with, say the most wonderful bug 
gies at the most unheard of prices, 
and, regardless of comparative quali- 
ties and easy buying conditions, the 

.vleu prices very naturally appeal to 
you. And the retailer also knows that 
the advertisement says “cash with 
order.” He has to meet this competl- 
tion or go out of business. And he can 
beat this competition if you deal with 
him on the same basis. It’s a cash 
proposition, so you are entitled to the 
most your money will buy. The retatl- 
er, let us assume, buys his buggies for 
spot cash—not on fancy terms and 
long time inducements. He buys them 
outright and can sell on a very close 
margin, What is the result? He can 
sell you a rig, better in quality than 
any you can purchase by mail and 
equal in appearance to any thing you 
can find anywhere, and at as good a 
price as you can buy anyhere. Furth- 
ermore, you can examine the goods 
before you buy! He knows more 
than to appeal to your sentiment by a 
“buy your goods at home” plea, He 
gives you a bugg; that is worth every 
cent of what you pay for it—and 
meets the price that you thought~ he 
couldn’t quote. On the same purchas- 
ing terms your retailer can give you 
goods of equal or better quality— 
plus the service—as can any distant 
supply system that ever existed. 

Did you ever see two calves tied 
together wtih a rope, and each trying 
to get at a pai: of milk a little way 
beyond his end? Neither can get at 
his pail! But the minute they got to- 
gether and drank out of the same puil, 
they emptied first one pail and then 
the other, and each got his share, 
That's the way of it where the town 
and rural community are pulling dif: 
ferent ways—while the catalog house 
is reaching over the fence and grab- 
bing the local currency, “he minute 
the town and its territory get togeth- 
er for local betterment, they get the 
trade of one another—one serves tho 
other and the money in local channels 
goes to help out the community at. 
large. 

It needs no genius to see that If you 
have children to educate, if you have 
Jany interest in local, social or relig- 
fous affairs, if you own a home and 
property in your commun ty, it is dis- 
tinetly to your best interest to patron- 
|ize your local store at all times pro- 
| vided your local merchants offer you 
the right prices. You owe it to your- 
self and your community to deal with 
the men who are helping to build your 
local centre, and mak it a live and 
|progres ive town.—Luke West, in
